OBAMA SPELLS OUT MAJOR OVERHAUL 
FOR FINANCIAL REGULATIONS

WASHINGTON President Obama hoped to head 
off a new economic meltdown with his sweep- 
ing financial “rules of the road” on Wednesday 
But even his own top economic adviser conced- 
ed that no plan— and no president— can look 
around the curve to avoid the next crisis. 

Administration officials say their proposal 
responds to the current crisis — in national secu- 
rity terms, it prepares them to fight the last war. 
But they also insist that a central tenet of their 
plan is a requirement that from nowon, financial 
institutions will have to be better capitalized, the 
best hedge against another financial collapse. 

Aimed at preventing a repeat of the worst 
economic crisis in seven decades, the changes 
would reverse a determined campaign begun in 
the 1980s by President Ronald Reagan to cut 
back on federal regulations. 

Obama’s plan would do little to streamline 
the alphabet soup of agencies that oversee the 
financial sector. But it calls for fundamental 
shifts in authority that would eliminate one 
regulatory agency, create another and both 
enhance and undercut the authority of the 
powerful Federal Reserve. 

The Fed would be made the regulator of 
some of the largest and most interconnected 
institutions in the financial world — an attempt 
to supervise companies that are so big that if 
they fail they could do harm to the economy A

tary would watch over the financial system to 
flag risky new products or trends. 

In all, Obama’s broad proposal cheered con- 
sumer advocates and dismayed the banking 
industry with its proposed creation of a regu- 
lator to protect consumers in all their banking 
transactions, from mortgages to credit cards. 
Large insurers protested the administration’s 
decision not to impose a standard, federal reg- 
ulation on the insurance industry, leaving it to 
the separate states as at present. Mutual funds 
succeeded in staying under the jurisdiction of 
the Securities and Exchange Commission. 

Obama cast his proposals as an attempt to 
find a middle ground between the benefits and 
excesses of capitalism, 

“We are called upon to put in place those 
reforms that allow our best qualities to flour- 
ish-while keeping those worst traits in check,” 
Obama said.

Do you BYOB ... to festivals? 

Danielle Fultz, 27, has seen people bring alcohol to 
sip as they watch movies in Grant Park at the city’s 
Outdoor Film Festival. “I wondered if it’s legal, but 
Fm too scared to do it because I don’t want to get 
arrested for that,” said Fultz, a substance abuse coun- 
selor who lives in Logan Square. 

Turns out summer fun-seekers might want to think 
twice before packing their own booze for festivals. 
City officials say carrying alcohol into street festivals, 
the Taste of Chicago, the Outdoor Film Festival, parks 
or beaches isn’t allowed. 

But the law isn’t quite so clear. 

For example, while city ordinance prohibits drinking 
alcohol on the public way— with a penalty of a $100- 
$500 fine, six months in jail or both— Millennium 
Park does allow alcohol at the Jay Pritzker Pavilion 
and the Great Lawn for most public performances. 
However, an outside concert promoter may prohibit 
bringing alcohol into the park for ticketed events. 
To complicate the issue even more, it’s legal to bring 
alcohol to picnics at Cook County forest preserves as 
long as the drinker is of age, at least 50 feet from the 
roadway and not intoxicated, said Richard Waszak, 
forest preserve district police chief 

With so many rules and regulations on the books, 
it’s easy to see how they might confuse Chicagoans — 
that is, if they even know about them. 

“You don’t really know you’re breaking {laws} until 
you get a ticket, and then that’s how you know you 
did something wrong,” said Mark Beers, 32, who lives 
in Rogers Park. 

To raise awareness, signs will be posted this sum- 
mer at nearby parking lots and train stations warn- 
ing that outside alcohol is not allowed at major 
lakefront festivals presented by the city, said Cindy 
Gatziolis, spokeswoman for the Mayor’s Office of 
Special Events. Before, signs were simply posted on 
festival grounds by stages. Also, bags and coolers will 
be checked at entry points to help enforce the law 
instead of the spot-checks in past years, she said. 

“It’s something that’s been creeping up, and before 
it gets to a point where it’s unmanageable, we’re seek- 
ing to manage it,” she said. 

If people bring their own alcohol, they’ll have to 
take it back to their cars or dump it, she said. 

Meanwhile, at events like the Taste and street 
fests, licensed vendors are permitted to sell alcohol. 
But that didn’t stop Kent Weaver, 25, of Logan Square 
from throwing a six-pack of Pabst Blue Ribbon into 
his backpack for last month’s Do-Division festival.

of money on beer,” he 
said. 

Weaver, who ended up not 
drinking his beer because it was 
warm, admitted he didn’t know 
whether bringing beer was illegal, but 
figured it wouldn’t matter anyhow: “With 
the sheer volume of people, there would be 
no way the cops would care or look for some- 
thing like that.” 

While there aren’t enough police officers or secu- 
rity personnel at street fests to search everyone, Chicago 
Police Department spokesman Roderick Drew stressed 
those caught bringing in alcohol can face fines or arrest. 
“We want people to enjoy our parks and street fests, and 
the best way to do so is to follow the law by not bringing in 
alcohol and drinking responsibly” Drew said in an e-mail. 

Cracking open a beer or uncorking a bottle of wine 
in public aren’t the only things Chicagoans may wonder 
about. Some of the hundreds of laws in the city apply to 
favorite summertime activities— laws that residents may 
not know about or aren’t aware the police are enforcing. 
As Chicagoans get ready to take advantage of the warm 
weather, RedEye sets the record straight on whether 
certain activities are illegal or not. After all, it’s better to

Legal. Nothing in the city’s 
building code prohibits 
the use of grills at those 
locations, said Bill McCaffrey, 
spokesman for the Buildings 
Department. But the fire 
department discourages 
using charcoal-lit grills on 
old wooden porches close to 
buildings because it can be a 
fire hazard, said spokesman 
Kevin MacGregor.

If you’re outside your 
property, your dog has to be 
restrained with a leash unless it 
is within an area specifically desig- 
nated as a dog park, according to city 
ordinance. 

Punishment: $300 fine; $300 to $1,000 
fine if there’s damage to another person’s 
property; $1,000 to $10,000 fine, up to 
six months in jail or up to 100 hours of 
community service if someone is severely 
injured or dies. 

Not pick up after your dog? 

Illegal. You must pick up after your pet (an 
exception is made for the blind and their 
guide dogs). Dog feces is a food source for 
rats and can contribute to rodent infesta- 
tion, said Matt Smith, spokesman for the 
Department of Streets and Sanitation. 

Fultz, the Logan Square counselor, 
accused those who break this law of being 
lazy. “To step in that stuff is horrible. They 
should think about other people walking 
down the street whether it’s a public side- 
walk or not,’’ she said. 

Punishment: Fine of $50 to $500.

Legal. It is not

Before these laws were 
repealed (in the year 
noted), the following 
activities were prohibited ... 

» Serving foie gras at restaurants 
(2008) 

» Wearing in public any “mask, 
cap, cowl, hood’’ or anything else 
concealing the wearer’s identity 
unless taking part in carnivals, 
mask balls, public shows, 
celebrations in the city or unless 
the wearer had a written permit 
issued by the mayor (2001) 

» Swimming or bathing in Lake 
Michigan or public swimming 
pools unless clothed in a 
“suitable bathing dress.’’ (The 
law did not define what was 
considered “suitable.’’) (2001) 

» Spitting upon any sidewalk, 
floor of any theater, hall or public 
building or face $1 to $5 fine 
(1997) 

» Dropping, throwing or placing 
any used facial tissue or paper 
handkerchief upon any public 
way or public place, floor of any 
theater, or public building (1997) 

These laws still are in effect: 

» Anyone younger than 18 can’t 
climb, jump upon, cling to, or 
attach himself to any “streetcar, 
railroad locomotive’’ or car in 
motion or they face a fine of $2 
to $10. 

» It is illegal to import, sell, 
own or keep live pigeons in 
residential areas, as well as build 
or maintain any coop for the 
pigeons. 

» Nobody is allowed to sell or 
display baby chicks, ducklings, 
goslings or other fowl or rabbit 
that have been dyed an artificial 
color. 

» Horses used in horse-drawn 
carriages must be groomed 
daily, be given water and rest 
for at least a 15-minute period 
during each work hour and must 
wear a waste-catching device. 

» It is illegal (fine: $100 to $500) 
to urinate or defecate on any 
public way, on any outdoor public 
property or outdoor private 
property unless it’s a temporary 
or permanent structure erected 
outdoors for use as a toilet.

City agrees to take full financial 
responsibility for Olympics

LAUSANNE, Switzerland Faced with losing the 2016 Summer Games to 
competing cities offering full government guarantees, Mayor Daley 
made an about-face Wednesday and said the City of Chicago would 
sign a contract agreeing to take full financial responsibility for the 
Games. 

In a worst-case situation, such as severe cost-overruns or a cata- 
strophic event, the agreement could leave taxpayers on the hook for 
hundreds of millions of dollars or even more, a scenario Chicago’s bid 
team acknowledges but insists is far-fetched. 

Bid officials said they can offer the guarantee because they plan to add 
another insurance policy worth a minimum of $500 million to existing 
guarantees, which they think creates an ample buffer for taxpayers. 

The move surprised Chicago aldermen, who wondered why Daley 
made a financial promise without bringing it to the City Council. 

Chicago had tried to avoid the full commitment by offering to sign 
a modified version of the host-city contract with the International 
Olympic Committee. But Chicago’s package of limited guarantees has 
been an Achilles’ heel for the bid, since the other finalists— Madrid, 
Rio de Janeiro and Tokyo— are offering full government guarantees. 

On Wednesday, Daley disclosed his change of heart, a move that 


jeopardizes his long-standing pledge to limit potential taxpayer expo- 
sure. “We are going to sign it as is,” Daley said after Chicago’s presen- 
tation to IOC members. 

Bid Chairman Patrick Ryan acknowledged that after months of say- 
ing that signing the contract was not an option, Chicago’s Olympic 
leaders saw no other avenue. However, he insisted that assembled 
guarantees of $2 billion to $2.5 billion would be ample to cover any 
problems with the Games currently estimated to cost $4.8 billion. 

“The IOC said they expected the standard host city contract to 
be signed. We could amend it but that put us at the risk of individual 
{IOC] members’ interpretation of why,” Ryan said. “We decided to 
go out and get more insurance so the risk {of liability for the city] was 
extremely remote.” 

The insurance premium would be picked up by Chicago’s organiz- 
ing committee. 

The mayor is still counting on the private sector to shoulder the 
lion’s share of the cost though already there is some public-sector 
participation planned. The Chicago Park District would kick in 
$15 million toward an aquatics center, tax-increment financing would 
help pay for infrastructure around the Olympic Village, and a pro- 
jected $60 million in ticket taxes would help pay for city services. 

But Wednesday’s decision ups the ante. If something goes wrong 
with the Olympic plans and the city exhausts its package of govern- 
ment guarantees and private insurance, “any shortcomings will fall on 
the shoulders of taxpayers, and that’s the end of the story” said Olympic 
historian Kevin Wamsley of the University of Western Ontario.

Kevan Gosper of 
Australia has seen 
just about everything 
in the Olympic host 
city bid process dur- 
ing his 32 years as an 
International Olympic 
Committee member. 

So when a new 
twist came along, like 
Wednesday’s chance for 
the four 2016 Summer 
Games bid finalists to 
make lengthy presen- 
tations to 92 of the 107 
IOC members four 
months before their 
final presentations on 
decision day, Gosper 
did not know what to 
expect. 

“But this is proving 
a very valuable experi- 
ence,” he said. 

“We don’t have any of the distractions that 
are around the final presentations. 

“Frankly, it seems a pity we’re not making the 
decision tomorrow.” 

If that were to happen, Rio de Janeiro might 
look like the favorite, especially the way Gosper 
described the impact its presentation had on 
him. 

“They made the argument no one can beat 
{that the Games never have been in South 
America],” Gosper said. “They took away the 
issue that you can’t have the World Cup {which 
Brazil has in 2014} and Olympics within two 
years by showing {three} other countries had 
done it. 

“The timing is working in their favor. At the 
moment, they are looking good as a country, 
coming in at a time when their economy is 
looking very strong.” 

That does not mean one can be sure Gosper 
will choose Rio over Madrid, Chicago and 
Tokyo in the secret-ballot voting. 

Nor does it mean he came away unimpressed 
with Chicago, which may up the ante by bring- 
ing President Obama and Michael Jordan to 
Copenhagen during the final presentations 
before members vote Oct. 2. 

“I don’t think we ever have had a plan for a 
competitive structure that was made in such a 
compact and attractive way and integrated with 
the city,” Gosper said of Chicago’s venue plan.

For former Gov. Rod Blagojevich, 
ignorance was bliss. 

When sculptor David Tfost ran into 
Blagojevich two weeks ago and asked 
him to sign the ceramic bust modeled 
after him, the ex-governor gladly did 
so, even complimentingTrost by refer- 
ring to him as the “Michaelangelo of 
Ravenswood,” (^s, he really spelled 
it that way). 

But he wasn't in on the joke. The 4- 
foot sculpture was a satirical take on 
the photo of Blagojevich shot as he 
returned home after his December 
arrest, passing by a rat control sign 
along the way The likeness of a rat in 
the crosshairs is carved into the back 
ofTrost's sculpture and was not visible 
to Blagojevich when he autographed 
the bust, 

“Having a target on his back, I think 
that's probably what he feels like any- 
way,” said Trost, a ceramic artist and 
art educator at various Chicago art 
centers. He says he satirizes political 
figures to “foster discussion” about 
the perception of public figures, and 
he insists the Blagojevich work was 
not meant as a mockery 

“I really wanted it to just look 
like him,” Trost said of the bust, 
which sports the same expression 
Blagojevich had in one of the photos 
with the rat poster, 

Trost's initial plan was to photo- 
graph the bust in front of Blagojevich's 
house. But Blagojevich ran into 
his ceramic doppelganger when he 
showed up at kills tree t Art Center in 
Ravenswood to drop off his daugh- 
ter for a birthday party. In addition 
to pictures of Blagojevich and his 
autograph, Trost also got an honest 
critique from his daughter when he 
asked if the bust looks like her father: 
“Kinda,”

Fans of the “Run, Blago, Run!” graffiti art can 
now help fund more Blago-inspired artwork. 
Ray Noland, a 36-year-old Pilsen artist, is asking 
folks to pass the hat in hopes of coliecting 
$3,500 to finance a three-day, multi-artist, non- 
partisan show that will showcase drawings, 
paintings and even a salvaged- wood sculpture 
of former Gov Rod Blagojevich.

Lawmakers still at odds over budget 


Chided by Gov Pat Quinn to “finish their 
work” after passing a budget he says is 
$9,2 billion short, lawmakers will return to 
Springfield next week even though legisla- 
tive leaders insist they're nowhere close to 
agreement. 

While Quinn said he expects a vote on 
an income-tax increase, lawmakers plan to 
focus on problems involving a massive state 
public works plan when they meet Tuesday, 


But even that isn't a done deal, Quinn said 
the construction program shouldn't move 
forward until there's a budget resolution, 

“I don't know why we can't, in a burst of 
energy and enthusiasm, take on these ter- 
rible challenges and overcome them,” he 
said after a meeting with Democratic and 
Republican legislative leaders in Chicago, 
Without a tax increase, Quinn said, he will 
be forced to slash social service programs 


and lay off more than 10,000 state workers. 
Another 100,000 who care for the elderly, 
work with abused children or provide alco- 
hol and addiction treatment also would lose 
their jobs, he said. 

Republicans accused Quinn of “manu- 
facturing” a crisis by threatening such deep 
cuts. They said they won't even consider 
supporting a tax increase unless they first 
get major fiscal and ethical reforms.

Air France autopsies suggest 
plane broke apart in the air 


SAO PAULO Autopsies revealed fractures 
in the legs, hips and arms of Air France 
disaster victims, a Brazilian official said 
Wednesday Experts said those injuries— and 
the large pieces of wreckage pulled from the 
Atlantic— strongly suggest the plane broke 
up in the air. 

With more than 400 bits of debris recov- 
ered from the ocean’s surface, the top French 
investigator expressed optimism about dis- 
covering what brought down Flight 447. But 
he also called the conditions— far from land 
in deep waters— “one of the worst situations 
ever known in an accident investigation.” 


MISSING LINK 

Without the black boxes to help explain 
what went wrong, the investigation has 
focused on a flurry of automated messages 
sent by the plane minutes before it lost 
contact; one suggests external speed 
sensors had iced over, destabilizing the 
plane’s control systems. 

“Typically, if you see intact bodies and mul- 
tiple fractures— arm, leg, hip fractures— it’s a 
good indicator of a midflight breakup,” said 
Frank Ciacco, a former forensic expert at the 
U.S. National Transportation Safety Board. 


“Especially if you’re seeing large pieces of 
aircraft as well.” 

The pattern of fractures was first reported 
Wednesday by Brazil’s O Estado de S. Paulo 
newspaper, which cited unnamed investiga- 
tors. The paper also reported that some vic- 
tims were found with little or no clothing, 
and had no signs of burns. 

That lack of clothing could be significant, 
said Jack Casey, an aviation safety consultant 
in Washington, D.C., who is a former acci- 
dent investigator. “In an in-air breakup like 
we are supposing here, the clothes are just 
torn away”

In the top of the seventh inning Wednesday, it was 
hard to tell whether there were more White Sox fans in 
Wrigley Field or whether silent bats had put Cub fans 
to sleep. 

So when the White Sox’s Chris Getz came charging 
from third base and Scott Podsednik laid down a perfect 
bunt toward first base, it clearly had become a South Side 
type of day 

Thousands of the 40,444 witnesses to Chicago’s intra- 
city interleague battle erupted in unison. Cub fans left 
mute to mull exactly who turned on the offense’s snooze 
button. 

“Yeah, it did,” Podsednik answered when asked if it 
sounded like U.S. Cellular Field. “I don’t know the ratio, 
but you could tell we had a lot of fans. That’s fun.” 

Nothing was fun for Cubs fans as the White Sox won 
4-1 to take a 34-33 all-time lead in this series. 

“The key of this game was John Danks,” White Sox 
manager Ozzie Guillen said. 

And the Cubs— losers in five of six games in which 
they have scored a total of 10 runs, including four in one 
loss— could not argue that. 

Danks scattered five hits as he pitched into the eighth 
inning before Scott Linebrink and Bobby Jenks finished 
up. Last June 20 at Wrigley, Danks also allowed one run 
in six innings. 

“Pitching here last year really helped, knowing what 
the atmosphere here was going to be like,” the young left- 
hander said. “I really didn’t have the jitters I had last year, 
so I could focus on throwing strikes.” 

And he did as 71 of his 91 pitches were for strikes. 

Ryan Dempster didn’t throw nearly as many, 51 of 104 
pitches, and it cost him when he walked the first two bat- 
ters in the seventh inning already down 2-0 and one of 
those runners scored. 

“What a grind,” Dempster said. ‘At times I didn’t 
attack the strike zone very well.” 

Dempster put himself in a hole early with an Alexei 
Ramirez home run in the first inning. Then, in the second, 
Brian Anderson singled and scored on Chris Getz’s triple.

“We’re not trying to make you believe,” Derrek Lee said. 
“We’re just going to keep going out there and playing as hard 
as we can. That’s all we can do.” 

So what can manager Lou Piniella do to shake things up? 
“Tbu know, it’s getting to the point here where I’m going to 
have to start making some tough decisions and get different 
people in the lineup,” he said. “I’ve been real patient with it. 
But I tell you, it’s getting to that point.” 


Asked to elaborate on what “tough decisions” have to be 
made, Piniella declined, saying “we’ll see.” 

Alfonso Soriano appears to be on Piniella’s hot seat. After 
going o-for-4 with two strikeouts, he’s hitting only .148 in 
June and .225 for the season. Piniella removed Soriano on a 
double-switch late in Wednesday’s game, letting Jake Fox play 
left field. 

The Cubs have loi games left, but they’re hitting .244 and 
fading fast, with a .220 average in the month of June. Despite 
a league-leading 2.22 earned-run average during the month, 
they have won only five of 12 games. 

“I feel for Lou, because he’s doing all you can do,” Milton 
Bradley said. ‘All you can do is write the lineup out. You have 
professional guys in here expected to get the job done, and 
we’re not doing it.”

Congress

WASHINGTON Investigators for a congressional committee are 
examining whether Sammy Sosa lied under oath when he told 
the committee in 2005 that he had never taken illegal perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs following a media report contradicting 
his testimony 

The New York Times reported Wednesday that Sosa was 
among a group of baseball players that tested positive for 
performance-enhancing drugs in 2003, two years before his 
testimony to the House Oversight and Government Reform 
Committee. 

Committee Chairman Edolphus Towns (D-N. Y.) said in a 
statement than the panel “always takes seriously suggestions 
that a witness misled the committee while testifying under 
oath. Investigators will begin a review of this matter and, upon 
learning the results, I will determine appropriate next steps.” 

A committee aide who declined to be identified said Towns 
would likely refer the matter to the Justice Department for 
prosecution if investigators conclude Sosa misled the commit- 
tee. 

Also Wednesday, the New York Daily News reported that 
Sosa worked out with the same controversy-stained trainer in 
the Dominican Republic as Alex Rodriguez and Juan Gonzalez. 
The newspaper, citing sources, said Sosa worked out during 
three offseasons (2001-2003) with Angel Presinal, a trainer 
who has been banned from ballparks and clubhouses by Major 
League Baseball and still is under investigation for his role in 
Rodriguez’s admitted steroid use. 

Sosa flatly denied ever taking illegal performance-enhancing 
drugs in sworn testimony before the committee in 2005. 

“To be clear, I have never taken illegal performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs,” Sosa said in a statement his lawyer read to the com- 
mittee in a public hearing. “I have never injected myself or had 
anyone inject me with anything. I’ve not broken the laws of the 
United States or the laws of the Dominican Republic.”

Built to fight

FOR REDEYE 

Fans of mixed martial arts know 
Clay “The Carpenter” Guida. 

Born in Round Lake and train- 
ing out of a gym in Tinley Park, 
Guida has been working his way 
up the ranks of Ultimate Fighting 
Championship since entering the 
organization in 2006. 

In town to promote his upcom- 
ing match against Diego “The 
Nightmare” Sanchez in the Season 
9 finale of Spike TV’s “Ultimate 
Fighter,” Guida took a break from 
training to talk about his opponent 
and what he’s learned as an MMA 
fighter. 


What are some of the 
challenges you expect 
fighting Sanchez? 

We [Diego and I] have a very 
similar style in that we carry 
a high pace in our fights. 
There’s no breaks ... we don’t 
take our time and push a 
very high pace. He’s a larger 
opponent in the lightweight 
division. As you know he was 
the original Ultimate Fighter 
at 185 pounds. Now he’s down 
at lightweight, which is 155 
pounds. Also, he’s got a little 
bit longer reach than me, but 
all my opponents are bigger 
than me, so it’s nothing new, 
[or something] I haven’t dealt 
with before. I’m gonna be 


giving up some size but what 
I give up in size I make up 
for with a lot of heart, brute 
strength and just being non- 
stop, in-your-face. 

What are some of the most 
important lessons you’ve 
learned in the time you’ve 
been competing in UFC? 

In not just my UFC career— 
I’ve had about 30 fights 
outside of UFC as well that 
built me up and got me ready 
for the UFC— [the lesson is] 
sacrifice. This is a full-time 
job; this is what I love to do. I 
can’t always take time off to 
go out with friends, family, 
this and that. I gotta be-l 


love being-in the gym. It’s a 
passion. I’m in a gym where 
I’ve been working out, and I 
got the crap kicked out of me 
for an hour and a half! And 
also, it’s one of those things, 
you’ve gotta have it in your 
heart. If it’s something you 
wanna do, find the fun in it. 

Since you bring it up, if 
you had decided to go into 
professional fishing, what 
would have been your 
nickname then? 

Oh, man. I dunno, “The 
Angler’’? That’s a tough 
question that caught me off 
guard. “The Angler’’ is kinda 
lame.

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Oh, brotherly love

A narrow storefront just paces from DePaul University's Lincoln Park campus isn’t 
the first place you might think to go looking for a Korean barbecue fix. But as it 
turns out, it’s among the best places in town if you’re just starting your search, 

“I wanted to make something more accessible than your traditional Koreatown 
place,” explains Little Brother’s chef-owner Christian Oh, who left a job with 
Goldman Sachs to attend the Cooking and Hospitality Institute of Chicago, travel 
through Korea and work in the kitchens of a couple of local spots before opening 
his quick-serve Korean- Asian joint about a year ago. 

Oh takes authentic flavors but switches the 
format, cutting out some of what he describes as 
the “pungent flavors” that characterize traditional 
Korean dishes and adding familiar Japanese and 
Southeast Asian notes to balance things out. He 
also keeps prices accessible with a pared-down, mix- 
and-match menu. Nearly every option is some com- 
bination of just a few proteins, sauces and accompa- 
niments. 

The signature dish is the Big Brother, a generous 
scoop of steamed white rice (substitute brown rice for 
99 cents) accompanied by your choice of lemon- and 
garlic-marinated chicken ($7,99), Korean barbecue- 
style steak ($8,99) or cubes of lighdy fried tofu ($7,99). 
You can further customize by choosing one of three 
sauces. We like the “chili-antro,” similar to a sweet Thai 
chili sauce with a hit of cilantro, paired with chicken or 
tofu. The slow-burning heat of the smoky, Korean chili

paste-fueled Raging “Bui” (M is the Korean word for fire) plays well with steak. 

The Big Brother includes two sides from a list of options such as wasabi cole- 
slaw, veggie dumplings and a bright, tangy cucumber-onion salad, making for a 
whole heap of food. For a lighter meal, there’s the Little Brother, which comes 
with slightly smaller portions and a single side —and vdU put you out just $5.99- 
$6,99, 

The menu also includes a take on bi bim bop, the LB Bowl ($7,9 9 -$8,99), 
topped with a fried egg and served with veggie dumplings or edamame. The carb- 
conscious can feast on the LB salad ($5,99 -$6,99), where greens and veggies stand 
in for rice. 

Whatever you order, it’s worth the extra buck or two to add steak. The tender 
slices of hanger steak and sweet, kalbi-style soy marinade belie the fact that Little 
Brother’s is a counter service-only, plastic-utensil sort of place located far from 
most of its Korean restaurant brethren,

American Taxi may be inspired by ’60s garage- 
rock, but they can play with just about any 
band. 

“We have played with Sum 41, Smoking 
Popes, The Ataris, Plain White T’s and Filter,” 
guitarist/lead singer Adam Krier told RedEye.

Adrian Grenier and the 
Honey Brothers prove 
banjos and ukuleles 
don’t have to be silly

“There’s not a lot of shoegazing on stage,” says 
Honey Brothers drummer/vocalist/guitarist 
(and “Entourage” star) Adrian Grenier. “We’re 
not indulging in our pains or our haircuts. It’s 
really about sharing and having fun.” 

That should be no surprise to anyone who’s 
heard these NewTbrk folk-rockers before. 
The band, which spices up its guitar/bass/ 
drums foundation with banjo and ukulele, 
delivers smart, sunny bursts of lighthearted 
positivity that’s best enjoyed in short sleeves 
and fiip-fiops. 

The Honey Brothers’ new EP, 
“Demonstration,” dropped Tuesday Before its 
release, we checked in with Grenier (in L.A.) 
and banjo, guitar and ukulele player/vocalist 
Andrew Vladeck (in NewTbrk). (Read the full 
interview— in which Grenier talks about the 
vulnerability of being an actor- turned-musi- 
cian— at metromix.com.) 

Your bio says you met at ukuiele fantasy camp. 
What sort of stuff goes on there? 

Adrian Grenier: Twister. Lots of Twister. 

Sounds iike a sexually charged environment. 

AG: I’m not going to lie. We do tend to inspire 
a little heat in people. 


How do you think people will react to 
“Demonstration”? 

AG: I think one thing about our band is that 
people don’t know what to expect, and they 
often might judge what a ukulele band is like. 
Or they might judge who’s in the band or 
something. I think when people listen, they’re 
pleasantly surprised at first and then slowly 
they’re like, “Oh, my God, this is something I 
actually will enjoy” 

What assumptions do they make? 

AG: That it’s maybe too folky ... 

Andrew Vladeck: Or too silly or too gimmicky 
with banjo and ukulele ... 

AG: The instruments are really blended and 
hidden. ... You don’t have to hear the banjo in 
“The Dukes of Hazzard.” It can be an instru- 
ment that you use and blend in rock settings 
as well if you know how. 

I hope people are not going in expecting to see 
five guys in grass skirts. 

AV: No, probably one guy in tennis shorts. 
That’s probably going to happen. And the rest 
in sundresses. 

I’ve heard all movie stars want to be actors and 
all actors want to be movie stars. Adrian, what 
do you think? 

AG: I think everybody, period, wants to be one 
or the other. And both if possible. I’m no dif- 
ferent.

Lollapalooza announced its 
schedule on Wednesday, and 
once again it poses some 
impossible choices for music 
lovers. 

The fifth annual festival, set 
for Aug. 7-9 in Grant Park, closes 
each night with two major bands 
playing at opposite ends of the 
park as opposed to in years past, 
when stand-alone headliners ruled the last slot. 

Does one choose one of this era’s hottest acts. Kings 
of Leon, or go with the classic grooves of Depeche Mode 
on Aug. 7? Do you rock with the Beastie Boys or Tool 
on Aug. 8? And closing the festival on Aug. 9 are Jane’s 
Addiction, the reunited band of Lolla founder Perry

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Bots transforming 
toy-store shelves

Walter Mueller knows his Transformers. 

The 32-year-old has been collecting the robot 
toys for more than 20 years. He even has one 
of the brand’s main characters, Optimus Prime, 
tattooed in full color on his leg. 

The owner of a meat-processing plant, 
Mueller recently traveled from his native 
Ontario, Canada, to Southern California to 
attend BotCon, the 15th annual Transformers 
convention, in hopes of adding to his arsenal of 
more than 1,000 toys. 

The “Transformers” movie and its forthcom- 
ing sequel have spawned dozens of new charac- 
ters, while also having the effect of making the 
shape-shifting robots infinitely more complex 
than the toys that were first introduced in 1984, 
the year Mueller became a fan. This self-perpet- 
uating cycle — toys inspiring a film that inspired 
more sophisticated toys— also has made the 
miniaturized versions “cool again for a younger 
generation,” Mueller said. 

As the film raised the bar on the merchandise, 
the merchandise has responded, Mueller said. 


“They’re very movie-accurate,” he said. 

And that’s by design— literally Screenwriters 
Roberto Orci and Alex Kurtzman went to 
Hasbro’s “Transformers school” to get to know 
the Autobots and Decepticons before craft- 
ing their story about alien robots who come to 
earth and befriend an American teenager. 

“Even if I wasn’t involved,” Orci told a crowd 
at BotCon in Pasadena, “I’d want the toy to 
match the movie as much as possible.” 

The toy company’s designers also worked 
hand-in-hand with director Michael Bay to 
ensure that the giant robot characters on screen 
would have matching downsized counterparts at 
toy stores worldwide. (Hasbro Inc. is a produc- 
tion partner on the picture, and its chief execu- 
tive is credited as co-executive producer.) 

“The movie is a challenge, but it’s a good 
challenge,” said Hasbro senior design director 
Aaron Archer. ‘As {Bay] has ideas and his team 
has ideas, we put our lore and our characters 
in there and mix them back and forth. Then 
the guys at Hasbro have to figure out how to 
take this awesome car image and this awesome 


robot image and make it move in such a way 
that you end up with those looks.” 

Tons of new toys inspired by the film are set 
to fill store shelves this summer, including 24 
robots, a Bumblebee plasma cannon and the 
giant Devastator, made up of six separate vehi- 
cles called Constructicons. BotCon guests got 
the first crack at buying the new toys. 

Mueller spent about $3,000 over the four- 
day event. “It’s one of the few places where you 
can actually find the stuff and see it firsthand,” 
he said. “That’s the real draw for me.”
